It would be a relief to all good 
Bryan men in Nevada If hi* follower* 
would continue to follow him into tbe 
trust rank', where they properly be 
long, and where their services are In 
demand at remunerative prices. 


The trotts are in need of Stewart's 


service*; bis talents are of tbe class 
that furnish the character and quality 
of onent-1 bias so largely in use among 
trust and imperialist people in the Re 
pnbiioan party, which is not all there 
Is represented by Stewart's allegiance 
to bis idol*, represented in dlsbonasty 
and money.
